After carefully reviewed the Applicant's arguments and newly amended claims in 
paper filed 9/20/04, and updated prior art of record, the Examiner finds that the 
Applicant's arguments and newly added limitations are reasonable and strongly 
persuasive. Therefore, they place the application in condition for allowance. The primary 
reason for the indication of the allowability of the above claims is the inclusion therein, in 
combination as currently claimed as a whole, of the limitation of the apparatus for 
routing interconnections including conductive discrete pads wherein each pad has an 
electrical connect portion and an isolated portion.
